One or the Most Profitable Animals lor th« 


Farmer with .Small Means. 


That the bu&iness of keeping sheep 


has its "ups and downs" is a matter of 
common observation. Perhaps no de- 
partment of farm husbandly has been 
subject to so many or so great vicissi- 
tudes during a period of thirty years as 
that of sheep-raising. 
Within this 


period wool has sold as high as $1 per 
pound and as low as 15 cents 
Good 


breeding stock has fluctuated in price 
in about the same way. There have 
been years when car-load lots of choice 
young mciino bucks would command 
$50 per head. They were wanted for 
California, Tsxas, Colorado, Australia, 
New Zealand and various countries in 
South America. 
Within 
the sam;e 


period there have been seasons when 
they would not bring as much monpv 
as it cost to raise them. Every few 
years some English breed of mutton 
sheep becomes tashionable in this coun- 
try and specimens command fancy 
prices. After a shoit time their defects 
are discovered, or it is ascertained that 
they are not adapted to the portion ot 
the country ^hcre they were intro- 
duced. They are (hen slaughtered or 
disposed ot at very low figures. Slieep- 
raising on a somewhat extensive scale 
has 
boon 
undci taken 
in 
almost 


every Stale and 3emtory, but has 
been abandoned in the course of a 
few years m a large proportion of them. 
In many States the number ot sheep 
has declined as that ol horses, cattle 
and hogs has increased 


While the business of keeping sheep 


has flourished and declined, rose and 
fell in various parts of the country, it 
has lemamed stationary m others. Ob- 
servers have more than once noticed 
the prosperity of the regions where 
faimers have continued to keep sheep 
during all the changes in the prices of 
wool, mutton and bu'cdmg slock. Por- 
tions of Maine, Vermont, Pennsyl- 
vania, the WLblum rescue in Ohio, 
Lake 
County, Illinois, nud several 


ponnlios in Southern Michigan and 
Wisconsin aflord good examples of how 
sheep husbandry has bunelited the per- 
sons who have been engaged m it. 
They have, as a rule, line farms, good 
buildings ami most of tho other thing^ 
that gne evidence ot prospeiity. The 
The farmers in Ilicse seetions are unan- 
imous m their opinion that, in a term 
of yeais, there is as much profit in 
.sheep as in nnyammils that can be 
Kept on an impiovcd place 
What is 


true of shcep-1-oeping on improved 
farms it, aJ->o true of sheep-keeping on 
the ranch or open range. 
Sheep kept 


in large nnmbeit, in the iar Western 
fetati s and I'uuilories have, during a 
term of u ais, p.'id bottler thau eaUle, 
and have hulleied smaller losses. An 
Otegon stock-raihoi and shipper, who 
has brought about ten thousand sheep 
to this market dining the present year, 
affirms that the jlock-owners are the 
most prosperous class in the State, 


With all Ihe talk about (lie low price, 


of wool, the foreign competition and 
the small demand for mutton, sheep 
are still as profitable as any animals 
that the common farmer can keep. 
There is now moie money in raising 
heavy draft and lino ( arriage horses, 
and for persons ot lar<re means this 
business is very profitable. 
But farm- 


ers who have small places, and debts 
instead of bank leeouiils, can not en- 
gage m breeding line horses. 
They 


have not the means to purchase fine 
breeding slock at fancy prices or to 
erect 
costly 
stables 
for 
shel- 


tering 
these 
animals. 
Neither 


can 
they 
wa t 
three 
or 
four 


years botore they can receive any re- 
turns for then capital and labor. They 
will find it to their advantage to raise 
all the colls they can from the mares 
they work in the held, but they must 
devote their mam attention to cattle, 
hogs or sheep. Slieep are less liable to 
disease than hogs, and are subject to 
smaller risks then, catlle. Sheep mul- 
tiply fast, and lolurns come fiom them 
quickly. The lamb dropped in Mai oh 
will bring a large price m August. Ii 
kept till the following May it will give 
a llecoe of wool. The owner of a well- 
managed flock of sheep will have wool 
to sell in tho latter pnrt of spring, 
lambs in midsummer and mutton at 
other times in the year. In addition 
to these he can keep his table supplied 
witli fresh meat. 


It is not likely that .sheep will evei 


be dropped irom the list of domesti 
cated animals in any ciulined country 
in the world. The piospect is that the 
favorite occupation of the patriarchs 
of Judea will be the last one that hus- 
bandmen will genoially abandon. 
It 


is altogether likely that men will con- 
tinue to wear woolen garments long 
after they are drawn over common 
roads by some other power than that 
exercised by horses 
It is as likely 


that a substitute will be found for beef 
asa common article of food as that a 
substitute will be found lor wool toi 
making ordinary gaimuils. As there 
is "nothing like leather" for making 
covering for Ihe feel, so there is noth- 
ing like wool for making gaimenls 
for covering the bodj 
The uses for 


wool 
are 
increasing 
OT pry 
vear. 


Woolen carpels aie constantly becom- 
ing more common 
Wool is now em- 


ployed for making felted boots for Ihe 
use of persons w h o are exposed to the 
cold. 
lt^ utc foi tilling mattresses is 


increasing \ cry rapidly. 
The demand 


tor mutton increases as civilisation ex- 
tends 
The chop is fast superseding 


the steak as a bienkfa^l and suppei 
dish. 
Mutton is becoming the fash- 


ionable meat in many cities, and i( 
will soon be the favonte meat in the 
country for the reason that it will be 
more convenient to obtain it. — Chicago 
Times.

TION'S SINGULAR CEREMONIE8.1 


The Medicine Man and Their Weird In- 


cftntatlons—Torture 
that Is Terrible 


and Self 
Inflicted—Meaning of the 


Dances.

FORT TOTTEN, DEVIL'S LAKE AGENCY, 


D. T., Nov. 27.—The Indians of the Sioux or 
Dakotab nation are supposed to uumber 
about 23,000. They are scattered over an 
immense territory, extending from the Mis- 
sissippi river on the east to the Black hills 
ou the west, and from the mouth of the Big 
Sioux river on the south to Devil's lake (Hud- 
son bay territory) on the north. 


During my acquaintance with the Dako- 


tahs I have learned something about their 
dances and the significance they bear. The 
study has been an interesting one to me, and 
I have here set down a iew memoranda of 
two of the more important, Tbey are really 
weighty ceremonies in tribal life. 


THE MEDICINE DANCE. 


The waukan wacipi (sacred or medicine 


dance) is in fact the religion of the Dakotahs. 
Alter selecting a suitable spot on a smooth 
prairie, notched sticks about three feet long 
are driven a little way into the ground at in- 
tervals of about ten feet, forming an ellipti- 
cal inclosure. Upon>these they lay saplings 
or rails, over which canvas tents are thrown. 
At each end of the inclosure a tent is pitched. 
One is occupied by the chief medicine men 
or high priests, who are always chiefs, of the 
tribe, and the other by the "soldiers." The 
meetings of the council are held in the medi- 
cine tent, and there the medicine or pazuhita 
waukan is kept. The soldiers' duty is to pre- 
serve order, wait upon the daneerb, prevent 
outsiders from Intruding or even leaning 
upon the barricade, procure needed articles, 
etc. When needing tent* they are allowed to 
throw down any tout and take it. Should an 
owner grumble, the tent taken 
IB either 


burned or otherwise rendered unfit for future 
use. Those who wish to see thn dance may 
do so by standing and looking over the bar- 
ricade, but they must not touch it. Should 
any one lean upon the barricade who is not a 
member of the dance, he is struck one blow 
(no more) by a soldier with his stick—not of 
sufficient force to injure one, but a gentle re- 
minder. Be he a chief or white man, it is all 
the same, arid woe is his if he seek to resent 
the blow. Immediately in front of the sol- 
diers' tent a large fire is built, where during 
the danca buffalo and ox meat and wild tur- 
nips are cooked. Should a dog come into the 
ring during the ceremonies the poor brute is 
immediately killed, the body painted yellow 
end allowed to remain in that state to ap- 
pease the Deity.

SINGERS AND DKUMMBK3. 


The medicine chiefs having taken their 


places and the soldiers theirs, the members 
oome in by families, and, standing iu a line 
facing the chiefs, in unison throw up their 
hands and cry. '[Brother, have mercy on mel" 
Then they i elate when and where they were 
initiated into the mysteries ot the "holy 
order." 
(Each dance, it should be under- 


stood, is the ceremony ot some religious or 
other order.) They then intone a sort of 
chant to the high priest, at the same time 
holding their medicine bugs in their lett 
hands with arms stretched across their 
breasts; the right hand is meanwhile raised 
as when an oath is taken 
In this the mem- 


bers of each family follow the motion of its 
head, then in single Hie they trot around the 
circle crying, "Have mercy on me, friend and 
brother," until they reach the starting place, 
when they in tone another chunt, this time 
to the (ireat .Spirit (Waukantanka), and with 
their medicine bags point to the four points 
of the compass. They then seat themselves 
on tho ground agam&t the barricade, facing 
the circle. A chief who has been appointed 
to the office of high priest now takes his seat 
inside the medicine t« 
where hu preaches 


and sings, after appointing lour assistants 
from among the members 
To one ib given 


a small drum, to the second a pillow and 
stick, to the third a gourd and rattle; the 
fourth assists in singing. Tliase all sit around 
the high priest. They have also a large drum 
(usually a cowhide stretched over a cheese 
box or a wash tub), on which seven or eight 
drummers constantly drum, singing the while 
without cessation. The priest now exhorts 
his hearers to good deeds, and speaks of the 
holy dance as an institution founded cen- 
turies ago. When he is done all the mem- 
bers rise and dance by alternately raising the 
feet with a sidewise motion of tiie body, at 
Intervals crying, as at the beginning, "Brother, 
have mercy on me!" 
The officiating chief 


then takes the drum 
and 
leaves 
the 


tent, followed by his assistants. Commencing 
slowly, then faster and Taster, they trot 
around the circle again. All stop in front of 
the aoldion,' tent, facing the west, when the 
chief brags some more ot the antic(uity of the 
rite and the power of the medicine, declaring 
that he can at will thrust a bird's claw or 8 
stone from the river into the body of any one 
he wills, thus producing instant death. To 
prove this elaborate ceremonies are gone 
through with. Afterward, at a signal, all 
congregate around the big drum aud dance 
and sing a monotonous kind of a chant, the 
women, on the outside of a ring formed by 
the men, imitating the peculiar call of the 
female swan, the men chanting inasepul 
chral tone, which seems to lose itself in their 
throats. The combination Is not entirely un- 
musical. 


When a candidate is to be initiated into tlie 


order he is first taken into the medicine tent 
for instructions, which are secret. There he 
Is stripped, painted black Irom head to foot, 
and a red spot is painted between the shoul- 
der blades. 


When the candidate comes out of t.he medi- 


cine tent he is clad only in a breech cloth, very

moccasins.

exhort the candi- 
date, recite the his- 
tory ot the dance 
and the order, add- 
ing that should he 
be a good member 
his medicine will by 
strong.

receives the holy claw or a stone 


from one appointed to cast it) Who takes hij 
medicine bag and with it traces the course of 
the sun, and turns to the four quarters and 
says: "Now prepare yourself. I am going 
to transfer to you what I have in my medi- 
cine bag;" and thrusting hia bag toward 
the candidate says: "Howl There goes the 
Spirit 1" (Sometimes this is called "shooting" 
the candidate.) 
At these words the candi- 


date, who is kneeling on a blanket, falls 
prone upon the ground, to all appearance 
dead. The friends and members of the can- 
didate's family, and those wishing to make 
offerings 
to the Spirit, now congregate 


around the fallen man and throw on his body 
blankets, robes, skins and ornaments—any- 
thing they wish to give—until he is entirely 
covered up. Tho priest now dances around 
the supposed corpse, his assistants rattle 
gourds, and rattle and beat the pillow until the 
priest says: "I will now show how powerful 
my medicine is to bring him back to life." 
Then the candidate commences to move. 
Finally, resting on his hands and knees, he 
vomits up a moss of froth and blood, in the 
center of which is found the claw or stone 
with which he had been "shot." He is now 
presented with a medicine bag, and is recog- 
nized as a member of the order. The candi- 
date must attend the three succeeding meet- 
ings in the same costume (naked) and painted 
in the same manner; then he is allowed to 
appear as he wishes. 


They also initiate the spirit of dead Indians, 


"to set them right to travel straight." They 
won't say where the spirit goes, but after ini- 
tiation in the holy dance it will go straight to 
its destination. After the ceremonies are 
over, the soldiers take thn food and lay it near 
the medicine tent, where it is distributed. 
The cutting and dis- 
tributing torins the 
principal attraction 
to the members, and 
the kettles are con- 
tinually replenished 
during tha perform- 
ance. They always 
commence the 
dance at midnight, 
keeping it up until 
the following even- 
in g at sundown. 
Should any one 
known to have com- 
mitted a crime en- 
ter the ring the 
leaders notify the 
soldiers, and e x - 
pulsion of the guilty

CIRCLING OBOW DANCE. 


The Pa-gi-nu-hi-na-ki wa-ci-pi, or the cir- 


cling crow dance, is called by the Americans 
straw or grass dance. Only members of the 
order participate in this dance, and its coun- 
cils are secret. It is controlled by three men 
selected at the starting of the lodge from 
among the more influential members of the 
tribe, who at death or upon resigning theii 
office select their own successors. Tho rega- 
lia belonging to the three by virtue of their 
office is peculiar, consisting of a kind of tumo 
falling from the waist down behind, attached 
to a broad band around the waist, and com- 
posed entirely of feathers of the eagle and 
crow, with beadwork, porcupine quills ana 
jingling bells. Exactly in the center and 
resting in the hollow of the back (fastened to 
the belt) projects a slender piece of wood 
about eight inches long wrapped with porcu- 
pine quills, to the end of which eagle and 
crow feathers and small bells are attached 
with long strings—every motion of the wearer 
causing these sticks to vibrate and the bells 
to jingle. This Is an emblem of rank, and 
when invested with it one usually gives away 
a horse. 
There are four drummers. Each 


one is provided with a stick about three feet 
long, one end notched and wrapped around

beating their drums. At a signal all jump 
up, and, throwing their arms aloft, chant 
with uncouth gestures and an occasional 
whoop; dance for a few moments, when all 
but one seat themselves. This one, standing in. 
tue ring keeps on with gestures, wildly wav- 
ing his tomahawk. Of a sudden lie will seat 
himself, and in a low, monotonous chant re- 
cite his exploits of war and chase, after 
which all will jump up, dance and yell, and 
the same performances are again gone 
through with. This is kept up for several 
days at a time, or until all the provisions 
have been exhausted. 
During tliib dance, if 


any member wishes a divorce from lu» wife 
he gets up and proclaims that she is uo longer 
his wife, or that he has been deputized by 
some one not a member (naming him) to say 
that he has "thrown away'1 his wife. An 
outsider by payment can deputize a membe» 
to do thK in their own eyes this makes him 
a brave man and big chief. 


The dance is arranged for in this way: A 


steward is appointed to collect provisions, 
and no one dares refuse him. Alter collects 
ing suflicient to lost several days he notifies 
the leaders. Thoy call in the lodge and form 
arrangements for the dance, and then the vil- 
lage crier goes around and proclaims that the 
dance will take place about such a time. If any 
questions, are to be decided the head men dis- 
cuss it, after which It is put to a vote. One 
deputized goes to each member present and 
asks him for his decision, the result showing 
whether the question is carried or lobt. Then 
the council is closed, outsiders are allowed to 
enter aud tbe dance begins. An old woman 
invited the leader of the straw dance to danca 


in her tepee, cook- 
ing everything sh» 
hod tor that pur- 
pose and stating her 
poverty. He imme-

European Ladies Who mre Pushing Into 


the DcpthH of Africa. 


Quite a number of white men who 


are no w in Central Africa have followed 
the advice of the celebrated explorer, 
Dr. Earth, who many years ago ex- 
pressed .the opinion that the traveler in 
Africa should take his wife with him. 
3e said the natives did not understand 
low a man could live without ajpart- 
ner, and that they would hold Mm in 
greater respect if he was accompanied 
Dy his wife. 
Dr. Earth added that the 


people he mot south of the Sahara had 
aothing against him except that he was 
a bachelor. 


Dr. Livingstone's wife shared the 


privations and dangers of some of his 
travels, and it was while they were 
making a long journey together that 
she died, and was buried on the banks 
ot the Zambesi. It is only recently, 
however, that white women have be- 
gun to accompany their husbands into 
the depths of Central Africa. 


If the young wife of Dr. Holub, the 


Austrian traveler, survives their great 
undertaking she will have made -a 
longer journey in Africa than most ex- 
plorers. Nearly two years ago this 
brave yoking couple started from South 
Africa, intending to explore the upper 
Zambesi and Congo valleys, and to go 
home, if possible, by way of the great 
lakes and the Nile. After Dr. Holub 
returned to Austria, a few years ago, 
having earned a place in the first rank' 
of African travelers by his seven years 
of work in the Zambesi region, he 
married the attractive andgiftedyonng 
lady who is now wandering with him 
among savage tribes. The entreaties 
of her friends could not turn her from 
her purpose to accompany her husband 
in his new explorations. About thirty 
thousand dollars was raised to buy 
their equipment, and when last heard 
from they and their baud of porters 
were plunging into almost wholly un- 
known regions of the tipper Zambesi. 
Mrs. Holub was in excellent health, 
but her husband had suffered to some 
extent from fever. 


Last spring Lieutenant Valche re- 


turned to Europe for a vacation, after 
serving for three years on the upper 
Congo. 
Soon after his return he mar- 


ried a fair Belgian, and two months 
ago he and his bride started for the 
Congo, where he has re-enlisted in the 
service of the Free State. At last ac- 
counts they were at Stanley Pool in 
good health, and were about to start 
for Stanley Falls, one thousand two 
hundred miles from the sea, where they 
will reside. 


One of the most extensive travelers 


on the Congo is the wife of the mis- 
sionary Grenfell, who. with her child, 
accompanied Mr. Grenfell on some of 
his long journeys, during which he 
pushed his little .steamer over three 
thousand miles of the navigable waters 
ot the Congo and its affluents. 


On uu island in Lnke Tanganyika, 


not far from Ujiji, where Stanley found 
Livingstone sick and almost destitute, 
live Mr. and Mrs. Hore, who are among 
the pioneer missionaries of the lake 
region. 
The unhealthl'ulness of the 


mainland has 
driven them to this 


island, where they have a pretty mis- 
sion station, 
and where Lieutenant 


(ileenip, on his t r i p ueross (.lie conti- 
nent this year, enjoyed the hospitalities 
of a, white lady in Central Africa. 


A carpenter named Bni'gslag, who is 


stationed at Lulmiburg, far up the 
ICussai affluent of the Congo, where lit 
haw very successfully opened aplanla- 
lion on which he has raised big crop: 
of rice, corn, sugar cane, manioc and 
Kuroiiean vegetables, 
has expressed 


tli« wish, at the cin.l of his term of ser- 
vice, to bring his wife and children, 
now in Germany, to Luhuiburg, and 
devote himself to his plantation and 
eal.lle raising. 
Two other employes ot 


the Congo State, Von der Felsen, the 
captain of one o£ the steamers, and 
Schneider, a gunmaker, whose terms 
of service have expired, have peti- 
tioned the Government for permission 
to settle on the Santurn river to open 
plantations aud raise cattle. Dr. Wolf, 
to whom their petition was'referred, 
lias advised that it be granted, and has 
expressed the opinion that, within cer- 
tain limits, selected emigrants from 
Knrope may safely be allowed and even 
encouraged to settle
